Bsigsr bill of |20,000,W>0. 
Formerly 


all this money went out of the state 
to pay for sugar grown abroad and 
refined In the Trust refineries of the 
Atlantic BcStroard. There is no rea- 
son, however, why all the sugar re- 
quired 
by the 
residents of 
Ohio 


should 
not be produced at 
home 


thereby keeping 
this large sum of 


money within the state and making 
a difference of 
$40,000,000 in its 


annual trad« balance. 


The farm 
lands of Ohio 
coiUd 


easily produce not only all the sugar 
required by the people of the slate, 
bnt also, if 
necessary, the greater 


part of all consumed by the entire 
country. With 
about 30,000 acres 


planted to sugar beets the fl^e beet 
sugar factories now in operation In 
Ohio are turning out over one-fifth 
of the state's sugar supply. Accord- 
Ing to the estimate of 
the depart- 


ment of 
agriculture, Ohio contains 


over 10,000.000 acres 
adapted to 


sugar 
beet growing. 
If only one- 


tenth of this area were devoted ;i> 
this crop one year in five, it would 
mean that the whole of the sugar 
re<ruired by the state would be pro- 
duced at home 
and that the full 


amount 
of $20,000,000 would 
be 


distributed among the farmers, la- 
borers and general industries of the 
state. 
From $!<>,000,000 to 
$12,- 


noO.OOO a year would be added di- 
rectly to the annual receipts of the 
farmers of the state alone. 


Judging by the progress which has 


has been made in the past few years 
this 
result will 
soon be 
accom- 


complished if the beet sugar indus- 
try of Ohio is permitted 'o continue 
its development and Is not crushed 
by nostne legislation on the part of 
congress in reducing 
the duty on 


foreign sugar. Prior to 1910 there 
was only one beet sugar factory In 
the state, at Fremont. 
Tn that year 


a plant was established at Paulding. 
In 1911 one w»s opened at Flndlay 
and in 1912 two more began opera- 


or,e- st Ottawa and the other 


at Toledo, the latter being one of 
the largest and best eqnippej fac- 
tories in the country.

Great as would be the gain to the

lions distributed to the farmers, la-

through 
the 
marketing of 


the sugar beet crop Itself, but from 
the Improvement in the yield of all 
other crops grown in rotation with 
this one. 


The discovery that the cultivation 


of eugar beets on aa average of one 
ysar in four increased the yield of 
all other crops 
grown in rotation 


with it was made in Europe as far 
back as the time of Napoleon, though 
not for many years was it generally 
applied. When attention was called, 
however, to the 
declining yield of 


European fields and the question of 
tae food supply became pressing, the 
sugar beet was called into play as 
aa agej^t of 
agricultural regenera- 


tion. In France. Germany and other 
countries, its cultivation was foster- 
ed by bounties, 
heavy tariffs upon 


imported sugar and by every other 
possible means. 


As a result of the systematic en- 


couraseaient of sugar beet growing. 
Germany, the country for which the 
most complete statistics are avail- 
able, has increased Its average yield 
per acre of when*, oats, rye and bar- 
ley 80 per cent in the past 30 years, 
while the yield of the same crops 
has increased only 6 per cent in the 
United States.

Washington, March 10.—William 


B. 
Wilson, the "boby" member o£ 


the cabinet and bead of the new de- 
partment of labor, 
ha« summed up 


In a few words the policy that will 
govern him in me discharge of Ms 
duties. While apparently he resent* 
ed the report that he' would be a 
special pleader in the acuae of labor, 
he* acknowledged 
to entertaining 


strong convictions on the labor Ques- 
tion. 


"It would not be accurate to say 


that J represent organized labor in 
performing my official duty" he said. 
"I shall represent "the government. 
Of course the point of view has much 
to do with such matters."
